Claps and cheers were heard by support¬ 
ers of seven schools taken off the list for 
review and possible closure at a long-run¬ 
ning Halifax Regional School Board 
meeting last night. 

But supporters of five others schools 
still up for review did not share the same 
enthusiasm. Those students could still be 
funnelled into existing schools or attend 
newly constructed institutions. 

Prior to last night’s debate that lasted 
until just before midnight, board mem¬ 
ber Sheryl Blumenthal-Harrison — 
speaking out or order — moved to put no 
schools up for review. She was voted 
down. 

During a recess, Blumenthal-Harrison 
addressed the packed house, stating she 
would not resign as she indicated at a 
public submissions meeting on Tuesday. 
She said she was “staying to fight.” 

“They’re a bunch of cowards,” she 
said, referring it seemed to some board 
members.

“There have been political issues inter¬ 
fering with the original list that was pre¬ 
sented to us weeks ago,” she added, 
highlighting St. Mary’s and Shannon Park 
Elementary schools. 

The 12 schools facing a possible review 
were selected based on declining 
enrolment, aging facilities, overcrowding, 
among other factors. 

Last night was the first step in the year¬ 
long review process. Senior staff will now 
create impact assessment reports for the 
five schools still facing closure that will 
go to public debate.

An apology and a sponsor¬ 
ship worth $60,000 — not a 
bad day for the Saint Mary’s 
University women’s hockey 
team. 

“I want to apologize to 
you personally and to the 
coaches as well. In the end I 
take full responsibility for it 
because I’m the president 
of the university,” Colin 
Dodds told the team yester¬ 
day. 

Rallies and national out¬ 
rage over SMU’s decision to 


cut the women’s hockey 
team last week led to a 
unanimous vote by the 
board of governors on Tues¬ 
day night to reinstate the 
team. 

The team assembled on 
the Alumni Arena’s ice at 
Saint Maiy’s for a press con¬ 
ference to announce a 
sponsorship of $60,000 
from Canadian Tire. 

“If there is a silver lining 
for this, it’s raised the pro¬ 
file for women’s hockey not 


just here, but across Cana¬ 
da,” said Dodds, who re¬ 
ceived a lot of flak over the 
issue. 

Team veteran Sarah May¬ 
nard, 21, said the apology 
felt good. 

“It definitely felt a lot 
better hearing it right from 
him. I could really tell he 
cared and he was sorry,” 
she said. “Personally, that 
meant a lot to me.” 

Plus the corporate spon¬ 
sorship provides stability 


for the team, she said, at 
least for the short term. 

Lisa Jordan, the team’s 
coach, said she’s happy her 
team doesn’t have to carry 
the entire burden of the 
budget crunch. 

“We’re in this together 
because that’s what this is 
all about.” 

Just because women’s 
hockey doesn’t attract a 
rink fall of spectators does¬ 
n’t mean it should be cut, 
said Steve Sarty, the 
school’s athletic director. 

“They are significant role 
models, and we certainly 
heard that loud and clear.” 


Damage 
hasbeen 
done: Coach 

It will take years for the 
women’s hockey team to 
recover from the damage of 
the past two weeks of 
upheaval, said Lisa Jordan. 

“Hopefully the damage 
will be minimal, but I think 
eveiyone expects it will 
take some time to bring the 
team back to the level of 
competitiveness we shared 
in the past few years,” the 
club’s head coach said yes¬ 
terday. 

Saint Maiy’s is trying to 
repair its reputation but it 
might make some impact 
on new recruits. 

Sarah Maynard said she 
will rejoin the team next 
year but is not sure about 
many of her teammates. 

“It’s hard because every¬ 
one’s on their own page,” 
she said. “We’ll see in the 
next few weeks what girls’ 
decisions will be.”

The spring session began a 
little early yesterday, with 
all three provincial parties 
preparing for the third sit¬ 
ting of the 61st general as¬ 
sembly of Nova Scotia. 

The session will begin 
with the speech from the 
throne, delivered by Lt.- 
Gov. Mayann Francis today 
at 2 p.m. 

Finance Minister Gra¬ 
ham Steele’s third budget 
— and perhaps most im¬ 
portant — is expected to 
dominate the conversa¬ 
tion for much of the sit¬ 
ting. 

“This is going to be a 
budget session,” said Pre¬ 
mier Darrell Dexter yester¬ 
day. “What we’re going to 
demonstrate is we set a 
plan to deal with the fi¬ 
nances of the province 
and that plan is working.” 


"My commitment 
to both the 
(opposition) 
leaders was simply 
to say 'send me 
(legislation)’. We’re 
not going to poach 
it and bring it in 
ourselves.”

Dexter also listed sever¬ 
al oft-cited irons still in 
the fire, including the 
Lower Churchill deal be¬ 
tween Nova Scotia Power 
and Nalcor, the province’s 
economic development 
strategy, and the efforts 
made in reforming the 
way health care is deliv¬ 
ered in the province. 

Earlier in the day, Pro¬ 
gressive Conservative 
Leader Jamie Baillie, now 
with one sitting under his 
belt, held a press confer¬ 
ence at Province House to 


unveil his party’s legisla¬ 
tive agenda for the coming 
season. 

Chief among the items 
was his Modernizing Gov¬ 
ernment Act, first touted 
earlier this year. He also 
intends to release a Bal¬ 
anced Budget Act, which 
would require the govern¬ 
ment to table balanced 
budgets and limit spend¬ 
ing growth. 

Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil said his party will 
focus on reintroducing 
some bills that will die on 
the vine when the current 
session is prorogued to¬ 
day. 

“We’re going to lay 
back on the table some of 
the ideas we had,” he said. 

McNeil included creat¬ 
ing 20 tuition-free spots 
for medical students will¬ 
ing to work in rural areas, 
a local food bill, as well as 
legislation to aid farmers 
to ensure food security.

Department officials “may 
not have understood their 
responsibilities” in han¬ 
dling information in a 
high-profile case of a mis¬ 
taken release, Justice Min¬ 
ister Ross Landry said 
yesterday. 

Speaking at a press con¬ 
ference outlining a new 
disclosure policy for the 
department, Landry said 
there was a delay in releas¬ 
ing information to the 
public about Vernon 
Martell, an inmate who 
was mistakenly released 
from the Central Nova Cor¬ 
rectional Facility in Burn¬ 
side last November. 

“(Justice officials) had 
information and the infor¬ 
mation all didn’t get to¬ 
gether in one spot right 
away,” Landry told re¬ 
porters. 

Landry did not clarify 
what exactly the hold up 
was. But he said the new

policy will ensure it 
doesn’t happen again. 

“No one in the (new) 
process can say I’ll let the 
(deputy minister) know or 
I’ll let somebody know to¬ 
morrow if they got (the in¬ 
formation) at say six 
o’clock,” said Landry.

Landry would not say 
whether that was what de¬ 
layed the release of infor¬ 
mation on Martell.

privacy administrator.” 

All information released 
will have to be signed off 
on by the deputy minister. 
This process is expected 


to speed up the release of 
information to the public. 
No timeline for releasing 
information, however, is 
included in the policy. 

“One can be implied 
that as soon as we become 
in possession of (informa¬ 
tion), and are in a position 
to release it, it will be re¬ 
leased,” said Landiy. 

“I’m saying it.” 

As an example of how the 
new policy will work, 
Landry pointed to a press 
release issued on Tuesday 
concerning a man who 
briefly escaped custody 
from an Eslcasoni court. 

The man was eventual¬ 
ly convinced to turn him¬ 
self back in to 
authorities. 
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Tuition set to go up at Saint Mary’s University 


O SMU’s balanced budget is $107 million with $4 million left aside for capital projects 


Saint Maiy’s University is 
raising tuition next year 
and other universities will 
likely do the same. 

SMU’s board of gover¬ 
nors voted in favour of a 
three per cent tuition hike 
— the highest allowed — 
for all students. 

Undergrad tuition will 


be $5,750 next year, which 
is an extra $170. 

The province announced 
in Januaiy cutting $14 mil¬ 
lion in grants to universi¬ 
ties. 

“The province’s cut to us 
was equal to about $1.5 mil¬ 
lion plus there are increases 
to heat, lights, and 


salaries,” said SMU 
spokesman Steve Proctor, 
adding the university had a 
$3 million surplus last year. 

It also means 11 jobs will 
be left unfulfilled, or reor¬ 
ganized and left open. All 
departments had to find 
about five per cent in cost 
reductions. 


“Because we understand 
the challenge that the three 
per cent will create for 
some students, the budget 
also includes an extra 
$110,000 of student finan¬ 
cial aid,” Proctor said. 

The news made its way 
around campus yesterday. 

“Unless that money is 


going to buy hand soap and 
towels for the bathrooms in 
residence then I feel it isn’t 
necessary,” said SMU stu¬ 
dent Nora Conboy. 

Fellow student Julia 
Martin said a minor in¬ 
crease is manageable.

A 31-year-old man has 
been released without 
charges following a stand¬ 
off with police yesterday 
morning at an apartment 
building in Dartmouth.

O New video evidence in the international search for the 
sisters affirms police theory about father’s abduction 
O Swiss six-year-olds are not seen in new images

The now two-month-old 
search for missing Swiss 
twins has turned up new 
surveillance images of the 
father who whisked them 
away and later killed him¬ 
self, in which he is alone 
without the girls. 

Investigators suggested 
yesterday that the new 
video and other new evi¬ 
dence lent more credence 
to the theoiy that when six- 
year-old Alessia and Livia 
Schepp disappeared on Jan. 
30, their father Matthias 
Schepp drove them from 
their hometown in Lau¬ 
sanne on a one-way trip to 
the French island of Corsi¬ 
ca, where the family had va¬ 
cationed in happier times. 

“The father’s presence 
has been confirmed by a 
number of video images 
from surveillance cameras,” 
investigators from Switzer¬ 


land, France and Italy said 
in a joint statement. “The 
presence of the girls, how¬ 
ever, has been confirmed 
only by witnesses.”

A father's suicide 

Schepp was separated from 
the girls’ mother, Irina Luci- 
di, and killed himself Feb. 3 
by throwing himself under 
a train in Cerignola, Italy. 

► He had written a letter to 
his wife that day saying the 
girls were “resting in peace, 
they didn't suffer” and he 
would kill himself. 

► Lucidi had emailed Schepp 
on Jan. 27 saying she want¬ 
ed a divorce, after which he 
searched for firearms and 
poisons, police say. 


from the three nations said 
they also had determined 
there were just four chil¬ 
dren on the overnight ferry 
that Schepp took from Mar¬ 
seille to the French island 
of Corsica, lending weight 
to witness accounts that the 
girls were with him when 
he drove his black Audi A6 
wagon onto the boat. 

He had bought three 
tickets for the ferry to Cor¬ 
sica, but just one for the 
voyage back a day later to 
the French mainland. From 
there, he drove to Italy. 

Police said they had 
worked out more details of 
the father’s four-day drive 
to Italy, but French police 
turned up no evidence the 
girls were with him after 
checking every gas station 
and hotel in the region 
around Montelimar where 
he spent the first night. 


“At this stage in the in¬ 
vestigation, the Corsica 
trail remains the primary 
one,” the investigators said 
in a statement issued by po¬ 
lice in the Swiss canton 
Vaud.

Dust and Ash 

First thing, says Legros, is 
to clean up from a wood 
burning stove, which coats 
eveiything from drapes to 
carpets, but “is especially 
attracted to glass.”

For small jobs, Legros 
has a recipe of vinegar, a 
little rubbing alcohol, dish 
soap and water. 

Carpets 

Shake out and air carpet — 
porch rails are perfect for 
this. 


Comet) for tiles, old tubs 
and toilets as well as re¬ 
moving marks on old 
linoleum. 

► For glass cleaner, if you 
have sensitivities to 
chemicals, Legros recom¬ 
mends that you try one of 
the new biodegradable 
all-natural cleaning prod¬ 
ucts with essential oil fra¬ 
grances (such as Mrs 
Meyers, mrsmeyers.com). 

A small portable steam 
machine does a good job at 
spot cleaning stains. 

Or spread the rug on the 
deck, and scrub with laun- 
diy soap and water, then 
hose down. 

Doors 

Front and back doors 
have taken a beating from 


wet, salt-stained boots, so 
clean thoroughly: door 
frame, screen door and 
along the wall. 

Don’t forget the rubber- 
backed mat — vacuum 
and wash both sides. 

Kitchen 

For kitchen cabinets and 
their built-up grime, 
Legros uses a good degreas¬ 
er and wipes it off with a 
damp cloth. 

She says it removes 
eveiything and restores 
wood to its original finish, 
and really works on appli¬ 
ance handles where dirt 
really sticks. While you’re 
at it, audit the freezer and 
toss out what’s been there 
for a year. 

For the dishwasher, one 
of Legros’ tricks is to use 
orange Tang ciystals, run 
through one cycle, to clean 
it. 


Bathrooms 

Showers, tubs and sinks 
are part of regular weekly 
cleaning, but shower cur¬ 
tains aren’t and should be 
removed and scrubbed 
down. You might want to 
replace plastic, she says, 
but cloth curtains wash 
easily. 

Pet Odour 

To remove pet odours, 
Legros recommends bak¬ 
ing soda sprinkled on the 
carpets, then vacuumed. 
You can add a few drops of 
essential oil to the baking 
soda first for a fresher 
smell. 

Airing out 

Replace or wash furnace 
filters, and remember to 
turn the ceiling fan to 
counter-clockwise to push 
air down and create a 
stronger draft.

With spring finally in the 
air, it’s time for a few gar¬ 
den pick-me-ups. 

GARDEN 

Gently rake gardens free 
of leaf mulch and dead 
branches — exposing the 
soil helps warm it up. 
Then, give the beds a nice¬ 
ly defined outline by dig¬ 
ging a small trough along 
the edge of the garden, us¬ 
ing an edger, which is a 
half moon blade with a 
long handle. 

Next, mulch. Bob San¬ 
ford, who owns Clean Cut 
Property Services in En¬ 
field, N.S., recommends “a 
good quality black double 
ground - it smells nice and 
makes any colour of shrub 
stand out.” Work it into 
the soil with a three¬ 
pronged cultivator or gar¬ 
den trowel, and don’t 
cover the shrub’s crown. A 


popular alternative to 
mulch is beach stone, 
which doesn’t attract bugs 
and helps with drainage. 

Add the compost you’ve 
been “cooking” over the 
winter as a natural fertiliz¬ 
er. If you don’t have a com¬ 
post pile, check the 
municipality for compost 
giveaway days. 

Prune last year’s peren¬ 
nials to make way for new 
growth (appearing from 
the root crown). Sanford, 
however, prefers to wait 
until there is bud growth 
“so you can see what’s go¬ 
ing to grow, and what’s 
not.” 

LAWN 

Ralce first to remove 
branches, leaves and grav¬ 
el. Check for moss, which 
Sanford says can be reme¬ 
died with lime (using a 
spreader), which won’t kill 
the lawn. 

Once a year, it’s impor¬ 
tant to aerate the lawn 


(poke it with holes) using a 
metal-pronged aerator. 
Every second year, Sanford 
suggests re-thatching the 
lawn. You can either use a 
regular garden rake, a 
thatching rake, or San¬ 
ford’s favourite — a power 
blade on the mower. “It 
tears up the lawn, looks 
awfully like a mud race¬ 
track,” he says. But with 
proper fertilizer, and 
warm weather, the lawn 
will be beautiful. He says 
it’s more effective to pro¬ 
mote new grass than to 
kill weeds with fertilizer. 

If you can’t resist fertil¬ 
izer, and the municipality 
won’t allow chemicals, go 
organic. Sanford recom¬ 
mends Milorganite (hu¬ 
man waste). Used just 
before rainfall — to dissi¬ 
pate the smell — he 
swears it will “green up a 
lamp post, and what it 
does to the lawn is incredi¬ 
ble.” It’s also safe for kids 
and pets. 


Outside dean 


► Clean the eaves to allow 
rainwater to flow freely 
out 

► Patch cracks in walks and 
retaining walls with 
cement (comes in bags or 
tubes) 

► Pressure wash bricks, win¬ 


dows, trim, doors, 
concrete, vinyl siding, 
driveway and deck floor 
► Check mortar between 
bricks, including those 
below the grassline. 

You can DIY a few holes, 
but anything more should 
be tuck pointed by a 
brick mason. Cracks in 


the cement foundation 
should be checked by a 
mason, though small ones 
can be fixed with products 
such as Quick Plug 
► Determine if the trim 
needs painting. Pick a dry 
day - or week - to sand, 
prime and paint.

Some days he will just 
work out off the ice, as he 
has been doing since he re¬ 
sumed skating nearly 


three weeks ago. 

Shero speculated that 
with the playoffs only two 
weeks away, there might 
not be enough time for 
Crosby to return for the 
post-season. He ruled out 
any possibility that Crosby 
could play in any of the Pen¬ 
guins’ remaining five regu¬ 
lar season games. 

“Our captain is coming 
back any time soon? That is 
not our expectation,” Shero 
said. “Having said that, I 
don’t want to take hope 
away from the player, be¬ 
cause he’s feeling good 
about himself. But when I 
talk to Dan Bylsma, our 
coach, about a date, a cer¬ 
tain date about when Sid 
might be coming back, the 
certain date might be in 
training camp.” 

Bylsma said several more 


steps await Crosby in his 
lengthy rehabilitation, in¬ 
cluding getting cleared to 
practise and for talcing body 
contact. The Penguins’ doc¬ 
tors are determining each 
step, and there is no 
timetable for any of them. 

“We have no anticipation 
for when the next step is 
and where that might be 
down the road, if at all this 
year,” Bylsma said. 

“There is no strategic 
plan from myself or Dan 
Bylsma to reintroduce him 
in our lineup at any certain 
day or time,” Shero said. 
“This is a complex injury. I 
think we’re happy as to 
where he is in terms of get¬ 
ting back on the ice. His off¬ 
ice program’s continuing, 
which is good. That’s really 
where we are.”
